Washington, Pel), f).- -Sppaking to a 
(juestlou of personal privilege in tho 
senate, Mr. Lindsay of Kentucky com- 
mented sharply, upon the motives of 
the authol- jiud promoters of the reso- 
lution recently passed by tbe legisla- 
ture of Kentucky demanding lili reilg- 
aatlon as senator. 

}llr. Lindsay, after defining his posi- 
tion upon the financial question, made 
it clear that he was the representative 
of the whole people of Kentucky, and 
net In any sense the agent of the Ken- 
tucky legislature. Above all, he was, 
he said, a senator of the whole Ameri- 
can people, and as such would perform 
ifta duties and cast his vote in arcord- 
ateee with his convictions and with the 
dictates of his cbnsdenee.
